THE AFGHAN SITUATION.

The Positions of the Kussian and Afghan 
: Troops Dofined. 

Loxpox, March 15.—It is reported in Tehe- 

ran that Sir Peter Lumeden has arrived at 
Herat, and thet the Afghans are actively for- 
tifving the city and roads between Sarakhs 
and the Murghab river. There are severa! 
hundred Cossacks near Pul I’Khatur, 2. 
Which is the most southerly point near- 
est to Herat occupied by the Russians. 
rhe ussian lorces occupying Mery. 
consist Of a battalion of infantry, a reg- 
iment of dragoons and some 
Cossacks. At Askabad there are about 4,000 
troops. One Russian brigade and a convoy of 
military stores are en route from the Caucasus 
to Askabad. The Aighans here believe that 
an ollensive and defensive‘alliance between 
Engiand end Turkey would have the effect of 
alienating the Turcomans ffom Russian au- 
thprity. It is expected that the present gov- 
ernor¢f Khorassan wil! be recalled,and that 
his place will be taken by Ruk Ed Dooleh, the 
sheh’s seccond brother. 

A Jetter from Askabad, dated February 21 
says: Communications between strangere 
here and the people in the outside world are 
closely supervised. The troops and stores ars 
going iorward daily en route for Mery. The 
soldiers are previously blessed by priests, who 
tell them to fight violently against the Czar’s 
enemics. Civiliansand military men openly 
discuss the likelihood of a declaration of war 
egainst Eygiand. Great excitement prevails 
here. It is stated that 1,600 troops altogether, 
have been orderéd to Mery. The « work

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IRISH EMIGRATION. 


A Great Stream of Wealth Prodacers Uross- 
ing the Atlantic, 

Lonpox, March 15.—The official statistics of 
emigration from Ireland in 1884, just issued, 
show thatthe emigrants who ieft Irish ports 
during that year were 76,045 in number, a 
decrease of 40,000 as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Ofthose departing 14,063 were 
from Leinster, 24,363 from Munster 21,704 from 
Ulster, and 15,733 from Connaught. The total 
equals about 1 4-10 per cent of the whole pop- 
ulation in Ireland in 1851, Qi these 76,045, 
seventy percent were between the ages of 

‘fitteen and thirty-five—in the prime of life, 
or just “ntering upon it. ’Tis the old story, 
witb ai: its painful suggestiveness. Our young 
and vigorous citizens go te enrich other lands 
with the products of their labor, while the 
aged and decrepit are Jeft behind as helpleas 
burdens on those workers who remain. 
During a period of thirty years past the Irish 
have been flying frem the fair and fertile land 
oi their birth at the appalling rate of 1,500,000 
per decade. The number of emigrant natives 
who have left Irish poris within the last third 
of acentury amounts to within 10,765 of 
3,000,000 of souls. Of the 37,866 females who 
emigrated in 1854, 25,141 are returned as ser- 
vants, 3,468 as housekeepers, 295 as seam- 
stresses, 493 as dressmakers and milliners, 172 

as farm servants, and 43 as mill worksrs.

SLOW BUT SURE. 


THE PLAN ADOPTED BY THE AD- 
MINISTRATION. 


A Genuine end Deep- Reaching Reform to be Applied 
to all the Departments—The Probable For- 
eign Policy of the Administration—The 
Glorious Marshal of the District. 


Wasninctox, March 15.—{Special.]—Every 
indication points to the conclusion that this is 
to be a genuine civil service retorm admin- 
istration. The president has expressed his 
views emphatically on this point, not only in 
his public utterances, but also to many of his 
private callers.. Ile talks now just as he did 
during the campaign, thereby presenting a 
unique spectacle. Nobody expects a politician 
to remember after election promises made 
before, \About Washington the impression 
grows daily that the president is not a 
that he aspires to be and is 
something quite different from a politician. 
Livery member of his cabinet is believed to 
share his views as to civil service. In every 
department one hears at headquarters the civil 
service law reierred to as active and binding 
atdentitied to a thorough execution. That 
this is dangerous’ ground is plain to see. 
Especially when the further difficulties 
sioned Ly the tenure of office act are consid- 
ered. 

Criticisms upon the delays of the 
iInietration are already heard 
not alone from the ofliceseekers whose patience 
and purses are both at a low ebb, but from 
solne prominent members of congress who are 
remaining here to look after the interests of 
their ambitious constituents. These stric- 
tures are based upon a partial and unfair view 
of the situation. They would have come with 
good grace four years ago if a democrat had 
been chosen president, and had hesitated to 
turn anybody out, but to the éxtremest par- 
titan and the ‘most confirmed sceptic 
as to civil service theories, the 
stubborn fact of the  ceclared policy 
of the government in that direction and the 
legislation expressing it must offer food for 
reflection. As the president said to a well- 
knowh congressman who was discussing the 
delicacy of his impending surroundings a few 
days before the inauguration, “It is simply 
a question as to whether we were honest in our 
proicssions to the country in the campaign.” 
lt is hard for the keenest seeker for 
oflice to get around that’ But this 
evidently sincere regard tor genuine civil 
service reform does not impair the intention» 
the administration io make a thorough over- 
hauling of the civil service in all its branches. 
[t is the best evidence that every <iepartment 
is to be cleaned out. The “rascals’’ eel 
that they must go. Clerks who have 
bitter aud active partisans while paid t 
the government, may not be turned 
as their superior officials whose 
has been more conspicuous, butthey will 
goupon the establishment of a clear cas 
gainstthem. Their conduct has placed them 
beyond the pale of the most liberal construc- 
tion of the civil servicelaw. Yet it cannot be 
expected that all such clerks will be discharg- 
ed-inaday. Thereformof the departments, 
the elevation ofthe grade of efficiency and of 
morals among their employes will be possible 
only alter the new cabinet members become 
thoroughly familiar with their present condi- 
tion. 1t will require time and care todividethe 
sheep from the goats. While nothing is ap- 
parently being done, the most judicious 
the time is being mace in laying the { 
tions for real, searching, genéra! reiorm.

Ove of Andrew Jackson’s Siaves Still Living 
in Oanada, . 

From Brantford letter in Toronto Globe. 
Brantford boasts 6f an ancient colored citi- 
zen besides whom the ordinary “old resident’’ 


is a boy in comparison. Indeed, Mm the days 
when Brantford was young, anc& Brant, the 
chiet of the Six Nations, owned the very land 
on which it is built, Andrew Lucas was a mid- 
dle-aged man, and those whose memory goes 
back for a period of thirty or thirty-five years 
well remember that this ex-slave was kaowa 
as “Old Lucas.” To-day he can truthfully 
boast of a length of years reaching considera- 
bly beyond the cycle ofa century, and, in 
fact, seems to have discovered at last the 
long-sought-for elixer, which will enable him 
to live forever. 

A few days ago I met the oldman. Whenl 
first caught sight of him he was ambling along 
the sidewalk with a comparatively quick step, 
bearing his tall, lithe form almostfas erect as in 
the ddys when he trod the cotton fields on his 
master’s Tennessee plantation. He revealed 
however, something of the age to which he 
had attained by the deepened wrinkles that 
have made his face a map of time. His crop- 
py beard only showed a slight indication of 
grayness, and his equally short hair that clings 
closely to his high narrow head sti!! retains its 
original blackness. Theold gentleman was 
somewhat averse to talking of his early life, 
and when the first interrogation was put to 
him a shade of doubt came over his face, and 
be slowly rubbed his long bony fingers over 
his forehead as he cogitated on the course to 
pursue. 

“Yes;sah,” heat length replied, “I was 
Gena’l Jackson’s slave, an’ was born in de 
family, but | doesn’t rec’lect th’ year. We 
lived summers down in Tennessee, but’ I for- 
gets de place, sah.

Jackson on one oc- 
casion, gave a big dinnerto Aaron Burr, just 
about the time that Lucas claims to have been 
acting in the capacity of body servant, and it 
is notatall improbable that he waited on 
the illustrious company.

servant of Jackson’s about 1795. To oecupy 
such a position, he must have been 15 or 20 
years old. His escape took place about 1306, 
At that time, as Il have mentioned before, he 
had a family of several children in Tennessee. 
In 1513 he wasat Queenstown Heights—over 
seventy yearsago. Hewasithen probably 35 
or 40 years old. By 1837 he had a second fam- 
ily, which, since then, has increased toeleven, 
eo that by a fair inference one may safely con- 
clude his age to be between 105 and 110, and 
yet he bids fair tosee a few more years. He 
aitributes his long life to strick temperance in 
eating and drinking. Recently he complains 
ofa queer feeling inthe top of his head—a 
form of dizziness—and, “‘las’ week,”’ he said, 
“Tl bad a queer sort o’ feelin in my shoulder 
an’ down my legs. Nebber had such a pain 
afore. Guess it mus’ have been the roomatiz!”’ 
As to his capacity for work, the fact that only 
afew days ago he wheeled five cords of split 
wood from ayard toashed and piled it up 
neatly in one day, is more eloquent than any- 
thing else that might be written.

GOUL)’S RAILROAD TROUBLES. 

Tr ty the strike of railroad employes 

Fy been mostly confined to the roads which, 
through the various contrivances of combi- 
nation, are operated under the wing oi Jay 
Gould, and are known as the Gould system. 
Thus, while the trouble cannot be regarded 
as local, covering, as it does, such a vast ex- 
tent of territory and aflecting such various 
interests, it is not of such a character as to 
threaten other roads. And yet, the same 
causes that have Jed to the strike in the 

oula roads, willinevyitably lead to strikes 
on other roads. 

From a strictly railrord point of view, the 
Gould roads have been well managed. That 
is to say, they have been run for all they 
are worthin the interests of the capitalists 
who control them—the point being to make 
them pay satisfactory dividends on the vast 
accumulation of watered stocks with which 
they are encumbered without any regard to 
the reasonable interests of the public or the 
real interests of the employes. But railroad 
management is one thing, and business 
management is another and guitea differ- 
ent thing. There are very few roads in this 
country that are managed on business prin- 
ciples, and on these few we shal] never hear 
of any strikes, for the interests both of the 
public and the employes are taken into 
eareful consideration. The Gould lines are 
speculative in their character. They were 
not combined for the purpose of paying reas- 
onable dividends on a reasonable amount of 
stock, but to enable the great speculator and 
his side partners to make a yast amount of 
money with no risk end comparatively small 
outlay. The Gould crowd is ready to sell 


' “Sut the moment it can obtain a fancy figure 


for the stocks it holds—meanwhile, as it has 
been impossible to sell at these fancy prices, 
the Gould syndicate has been trying to make 
the most of the situation. The managers of 
the system bhaye looked on the public only 
ata vast congregation tobe drained of its 
dollars, and on its employes only asa lot of 
slaves to be pinched when there was occasion 
for it. 

This has been the situation, so faras the 
Gould syndicate is concerned, from the be- 
gipning. Its managers have ignored the 
rights of the public and abused the rights of 
theiremployes. These managers o/ a great 
combination have not been singular in this, 
fer such things belong to the most hallowed 
traditions of railway management, and it is 
only during the past twenty years that the 
public bas been led to look around to see if 
it could nct discover some remedy for the 
recklessness which the managers ef most of 
the great lines of the country have uni- 
formly displayed. 

The period of depression through which 
the country has passed and is now passing, 
bas been as severe!) by the railroads as 
by other fy # resis.» | even the Jay Gould 
system bas iu: escaped its effects; but what 
has been the result? Instead of economiz- 
ing where economy would work no wrong 
and no injustice, the managers 
bave made it apoint to pinch their em- 
ployes. Depression or no depression, the 
dividends onthe watered stocks must be 
paid, and, in order to accomplish that end, 
the poor wages of theiremployes were cut 
-@own—the small salaries have been made 
emelier. But there bas bogmemacotting down 


ion. In other words, they are demoralizing 
and dangerous, and sometimes they inilict 
injuries on the public. However reasonabie 
they may bein inception, they invariably 
become unreasonable. These facts are trite 
enovgh, but they cannot be taught to over- 
worked men who depend on their smal! sala- 
ries for the meagre support of their families, 
they cannot be taught to men who fee] that 
they have been grievously wronged by those 
who are pledged by every suggestion of jus- 
ticeand right to aid him in his eiforts to 
make his services valuable and profitable. 
Strikes are unreasonable in their inceptios 
end dangerous in their operations, but are 
they any more unreasonable then the reck- 
leesnees with which railway comb.nations 
gre menaged? 

These managers are primarily responsible 
for the strike that is now vexing the public in 
the southwest. The remedy for itisa wiser 
and better system of railroad management— 
a system based on genuine business princi- 
plef.

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HOW TO SAVE YOUR BOY. 


The land is overrun with tramps and crim- 
inals. Idlenessand crime are on the increase. 
It is time to look these evils in the face and 
ascertain their origin and the social condi- 
tions which promote their growth. 

In pursuing this investigation it is of the 
highest importance to find out the most po- 
tential factors of vagrancy and vice. fortu- 
nately, this is no very difiicult task. The 
statistics furnished by some of our best anc 
oldest prisons throw a flood of light upon the 
question, The report of the warden of the 
Western Pennsylvania penitentiary may be 
accepted as a reliable statement of facts, and 
it isan easy matter, after reading it, to draw 
the proper inferences. 

According to the report referred to, of the 
‘74 prisoners received last year, 4// never 
learned any trade, business or profession; «0 
learned a trade and 27 did some occasional 
work without having a regular calling. Of 
this number, 499 could read and write and 75 
could not; 357 were either total abstainers or 
moderate drinkers; 191 were occasionally in- 
toxicated, and i come under the head of 
intemperate. ee 

It will be seen from these figures that so- 
briety did not save these men, as 63 per cent 
of them were temperate. Education did not 
saye them, as 87 per cent bad an ordinary 
English education.

It is utterly useless 
to expect a temperate and fairly educated 
youth to make his way in the world unless 
he is taught some usefulcalling. If hestarts 
out in the world wholly unprepared to earn 
an honest living. sobriety and education will 
not prevent ] ‘m from becoming a tramp or a 
criminal. H+ must inevitably take his stand 
among thos classes, unless he inherits 
wealth or so:.e wonderful good fortune be- 
falls him. 

It is well to brush away the generally re- 
ceived idea that ignorance and intemperance 
fillour prisons. Thestetistics which we have 
quoted from a state with a white population 
are matched by similar facts and ligures from 
the prisons of England and Trance. Every- 
where it will be found that idleness and the 
lack of industrial training are the main fea- 
tures of crime. The lesson to be learned 
from this brief summary should be kept be- 
fore the mind of every parent. Theonly way 
to assure a bey’s future is to give him, in 
addition to the proper moral and literary 
training, a useful trade, business or profes- 
sion, by which he may make himself self- 
supporting. Some intelligence is required to 
understand this proposition. The father 
whosends his boy toa medical college, or a 
law schoo!, or places him in a store asaclerk, 
sometimes acts unwisely. Thereis danger of 
overcrowding certain occupations. The re 
quirements of the country and the age mus! 
be considered.

Here in the south, if we are 
not greatly misiaken, industrial education is 
what is most needed for sometime to come. 
The boys of this generation should be pre- 
pared to build railroads, bridges, houses, fac- 
tories, and taught how to farm scientifically, 
and how to use their hands profitably in a 
thousand other occupations.

IMPORTANT POSTAL CHANGES, 

The postofiice appropriation bill contaias 
considerable legislation beyond the items of 
appropriation. In the first place the weight 
of single-rate leite:s is increased from one- 
balf of an ounce to one ounce—in other 
words, double the amount of letter matter 
will be carried after the first day of July for 
twocents. At present if a letter weighs 
more that balf an ounce, it requires four 
cents; under the new law, a letter must 
weigh over an ounce before two stamps are 
needed, 

The reduction in the postage of newspapers 
is equally important. At present newspaper 
matter has to pay two cents a pound; after 
July 1 all newspapers sent from the oftice of 
publication, including sample 4éopies, or 
when sent froma news agency to actual sub- 
scribers,or to other news agents, are to pay 
one cent a pound, the postage to be prepaid. 
l‘urther than this, any article in a newspaper 
may be marked for observation. except by 
written or printed words, without increase 
of postage. 

Another section of the bill provides fora 
special stamp of the value of ten cents, which 
‘‘when attached to a letter, in addition to the 
lawful postege, shall entitle the letter to im- 
mediate delivery at any place containing 
4.000 population or over, according to the 
federal census, within the carrier limit of any 
free-deliyery oflice, or within one mile of 
the postoflice, or any other postoflice coming 
within the provisions of this law, which may, 
in like manner, be designated as a special 
delivery office; that such specially-stamped 
letters shal] be delivered between 7 o'clock 
a.m. and mifiight; that a book shall be pro- 
vided in which the person to whonmt,the letter 
is addressed shall acknowledge its receipt; 
that messengers for this special delivery are 
to be paid S0 per cent of the face value of all 
the stamps received and recorded in a month, 
provided that the aggregate compensation

The same number of negroes will 
bave ten children born in a year and lose five be- 
fore they reach the age of self support. The ne- 
groes thus lose two and a half times as many chil- 
dren as the whites and yet gain upon them in the 
census figures. The economic loss tothe negroes 
is appalling. The high birth rate and the great ex- 
eess of females, will tend to keep the negroes in the 
depths of poverty, and the increasing prosperity 
of the south is bound to keep these people down 
rather than help them upward. Our western 
friend also sees cause for regret in the probable 
abandonment of the republican party by the ne- 
grocs.

The Situation as to the Strike, 
SIDES DETERMINED—A STATEMENT OF THE 
CAUSES THAT LED TO THE TROUBLE. 

MACON, Ga., March 15.—[Special.}—In order that 
the public might have a clear understanding ol 
the causes that have led to the strike of engineers 
on the Brunswick division of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad Tar CoONSTITUTION’S 
correspondent determined to go to the bottom oi 
the matter and obtain the facts. The result as 
here given is a plain and reliable account both of 
the position of the strikers and the road. 

Mr. J. F. Porter, chairman of the engineers’ 
grievance committee, was interviewed to-day at 
the union passenger depot at 2 o'clock. 

“Mr, Porter,’’ said the correspondent, ‘“‘who is 
responsible for the trouble between the engineers 
and the authorities of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad?’ 

‘The engineers certainly are not,’’ Mr. Porter 
replied. “This movement on the part oi the 
brotherhood of locomotive engineers has not 
originated ina spirit of lawlessness or subordina- 
tion, and there has been no attempt to extort from 
the road more than the men havea rightto ex- 
pect under their contract. The road bas failed to 
comply with the contract, and has not paid wages 
ustily due the men. Evasions and direct viola- 
tiors baye been rescrted to by the railroad au- 
thorities to rid themselves of the necessity ol car- 
ryipg out the contract in good faith.’’ 

“Will you mention these eyasions and viola- 
tions?’ 

‘Yes, sir; ] havea memorandum whichI will 
read you. Mr. W. A. 
engineer, sober, industrious and worthy, and had 
worked himself up from a fireman to his present 
position. Last November, he was ertitied, under 
the contract with the road, to $96.74 pay for that 
mouth. Herecceived less than *°50. Richardson 
complained at this injustice, aud was discharged 
upon the alleged ground of incompetency. Mr. 
P..W. Brown isalso a first-class engineer and a ma- 
chipist. Hebad been emploved by the road for 
five years. Before Receiver Fink was appointed, 
Brown Was arraigned on frivolous charges, acquit- 
ted, and retained. But he wasa member of the 
brotherhood, and when Mr. Garner, mastcr oi 
trains, came on the road, thecharges were again 
taken up and Brown was discharged. Mr. Thomas 
Turbervilleand Mr. G. W. Sherwood are both 
membersof the brotherhood. The former was 
kicked out, not because of negligence or incom- 
petency, but because his engine gave out on the 
run between Brunswick and Macon, a thing that 
he could not help.

Lee, camp No. 1, of 
confederate veterans, in Richmond, Virginia, 
sent « circular appeal to Major Sidney Her- 
bert, of this city, 1D behalf of a fund for the 
erection of a soldiers’ home at Richmond for 
disebled confederate veterans. Major Her- 
bert promptly responded to the appeal, and 
with other “boys in blue” sent a handsome 
donation. 

A few weeks later the same gentleman re- 
ceived a request from Colonel Lane for the or- 
ganization in this city o1 8 joint committee of 
the blue and the gray, whose assistance could 
be relied upon to aid two traveling companies 
the Gisss Blowers and a dramatic troupe—in 
giving entertainn: nts in Atlanta and vicinity 
for the benefit of the proposed soldier’s home. 
With ecufi prowptness the following com- 
mittee was selected by Major Herbert, and 
each one consented to serve:

The committee awaited the coming of the 
proposed entertainments, and were ready to 
lend & helping hand; but aiter a week or two 
Colone] Lane wrote that the southern trip had 
been abandoned, owing to a failure to make it 
profitable. Justat this opportune moment 
the workmen engaged in grading the grounds 
ofthe new Westview cemetery, near West 

'End,-which covers the old battlefield of July 
£8, 1864, dug up the remains of soldiers 
who had been hastily buried on the baittle- 
field at the close of the deadly conflict. The 
idea at once occurred to Major Herbert that 
the gatberipg up and reinterment of these re- 
mains of upknown soldiers would be exem))li- 
fying the ‘“‘charity that begins at home,” and 
although his committee had been formed t 
shelter, feed and clothe the living veterans, 
he proposed that it should gather the bones o! 
these dead heroes into one common grave— 
the blue and the gray together—and place 
above them a suitable monumént. 

The members of this committee consented to 
this proposition, and the first meeting was 
held at Tae Constitvrion office on Saturday, 
January 51, at 11 o’clock, Captain E. P. How- 
ell presiding. Major Herbert read three let- 
iers from Colonel] Lane, in which he thanked 
the committee for their generous profiler oi 
aesittance, and regretted that circumstances 
prevented him from visiting Atlanta, for the 
resent at least. 1t was then resolved that the 
ccmmittee form a permanent organization, 
evlerve its membership and undertake the 
noble work aboye set forth. Majer Charles 
T. Watson, Captain Wm. M. Scott and Captain 
W. H. Siterd, were added to the committe, and 
the meeting adjourned to meet at the Kimbal! 
house on Monday night, February 23d. 

This second meeting was more jully attended, 
and was presided over by General John R. 
Lewis, with Major Sidney H secretary.

The name is to be the Battle Monument as- 
sociation of the Blue and the Gray, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, its object being to gather 
up apd reinter the remains of unknown sol- 
diers found infand around Atlanta, the same 
to be buried in a lot donated forthe purpose im 
Wesiview {cemetery (the old battletield of 
July 28, 1§4), and an appropriate monument 
of blue and gray material erected over them. 

The officersand executive committee, who 
tre the charter members, are to be equally di- 
vided between the blue and the gray, and 
must Lave been soldiers during the late war 
in the northern or southern army. Vacancies 
ere to be filled from the list of active mem- 
bere, but only veteran soldiers will be eligi- 
le. Active members are net confined to any 

,andany person may become one by 
paying the initiation fee of five dollars. No 
jurther dues or assessments are authorize by 
the constitution. Associate members are per- 
sons who contribute not less than one dollar 
nor more than four dollars. 

The management of the affairs of the asso- 
Cation is to be in the hands of the executive 
committee, which will be sub-divided into the 
lollowing special committees: On cemetery 
lot; on re-interment of remains of unknown 
teldiers; on the monument; on public de- 
‘monstrations and entertainments solicit- 
ing new members and contributions: on 
finance and auditing accounts. The president 
of the essociation, representing the gray, and 
the chairman of the executive cojniittee rep- 
resenting thé blue, are to be ex-officio mem- 
bers of these sub-committees.

1 Atlenta we cannot hope to see the eclipse 
in its full glory. lt will appear annular, only 
along that path which a line joining the cen- 
tersof the sun and moon will traceon the 
earth’s surface. This path begins in the Pa- 
cifie ocean, enters the United States about 
three hundred miles north of San Francisco, 
crosses Idaho and Montana, runs throug’ the 
center of Hudson’s bay and of Greenland, and 
terminates in the Arctic ocean, north of Ire- 
land. In other portions of this country it . 
pears as e partial eclipse. The eclipse will be 
annular over a path about seventy miles wide. 
The only towns of consequence in 
the United States within this belt 
sre -Eureks, Cal., and Bozeman, Mon- 
tana. At St. Paul the eclipse will obscure 
five-sixths of the sun, but will not be annu- 
ler. At Chicago seven-tenths of the sun will 
be hidden. 

Until recent years annular eclipses have 
been neglected by astronomers, but during 
the last oné some very important observations 
were made by the French astronomers and it 
is probabie that some effort will pe made to 
observe this eclipse. At all events the partia! 
pbase which will be visible here will be care- 
fully observed, ifthe weather permits. The 
time of its occurrence is very favorable tor 
careful observation, and every man ought to 
have his smoked glass ready when the fun 
begins. Its a free show and no collection will 
be taken up.

LIVERED YESTERDAY. 


Dr. Hawthorne Delivers «a Masterly Discourse at 
the First Baptist- Bishop Hargrove at Trinity 
in a Fine Sermon—Dr. Chaney at the 
Ciurch of Our Pather, Etc., Btc. 


First Baptist Church—Morning Service 

Dr. Hawthorne, the pastor, preached to a 
sarge congregation on the subject “Great 
truths illustrated by a mustard seed.” 
_ Baid the doctor: “The kingdom of heaven 
is not the only thing that is like a mustard 
seed. Not the only thing that grows from a 
small beginning by its own inherent power 
to greatness. Everything that deserves te 
live lives, grows and magnifies by the power 
of truth. Human liberty may be likened to 
the mustard seed. In the beginning it was so 
feeble that no power respected it. The name 
of a republic was not known, and four-fifths 
of the human race was in bondage to 
the other fifth. But there were a tew men 
who believed in the doctrine of 
buman hiberty, and were able to give reasons 
lor the faith that was in them, This great 
truth of God, human liberty, was stamped on 
the constitution of man, and though earth’s 
despots might trample upon it, the cause was 
strengthened, and self-government has steadi- 
ly, silently grown among all] the nations ofthe 
earth, throwing open the prison doors and 
setting the human conscience free, diminish- 
ing the power of rulers and strengthening that 
of the people. Liberty, the execution of the 
will of the people, is the essence of Christian- 
ized government, universal] self-government, 
both in church and state, the extinction of 
political despotism and ecclesiastical hier- 
archy. 

Great revolutions have been accomplished 
by individuals, not by the multitude, Great 
truths that pow sway the earth were first pro- 
mulgated, even amid tortures, by individual 
lips. (reat thoughts that now sway the heart 
of humanity, were first the taint breathing of 
a single heart. 

No host of warriors delivered Israel, but a 
men, Mores. Wickliff gave the Bible to Eng- 
land. Columbus, nota nation, discovered a 
new world. ‘Galileo, read the stars and the 
planets, and the book that stands next to the 
Bible in its influence upon men was the pro- 
duct of one man, and he in prison, 
John Bunyan. Scotland was rescued, 
not amid the throes of 
revolution, but by John Knox, and soul free- 
dom on this continent was proclaimed by no 
ecclesiastical body, but by Roger Williams. 
There is no human power that can thwart him 
who takes a stand for the truth. He may be 
wiitten against, despised and hooted, but not 
a bair of bis head will perish. Fenced in by 
ibe attributes of divinity, you had as well re- 
sist the tides of the sea as the vital efforts oi a 
determined upright character. 

This is true, from a materialistic, as well as 
a spiritual standpoint. Factories were burned 
#nd proprietors mobbed to prevent the intro- 
ductron of labor-saving machinery, but great 
mechanical truths prevailed and _ tae 
immutable spirit of mechanical 
has triumphed amid all difficulties. 

I the opposition of corporations and 

pononolies combined to defeat his great in- 
ventions, has triumphed, scattering darkness 
and uncovering the hidden retreats of vice, 
by the immutable will of God. God is in all 
great truths, and a patent medicine, if it cures, 
will be made and find purchasers. Some 
great truths may be long delayed in their de- 
velopment—men may die in their advocacy, 
and reforms flee to Egypt to escape some 
Herod—but finally truth will sit on its ap- 
pointed throne. in the old commonwealth ol 
Georgia, aye, in every state of this union, 
lion-hearted men are in alliance to 
check the monster, intemperance. 
They may be laughed at, branded 
by epithets, ignored by political parties, 
thwarted in legislative hails by the hirelings 
of demogogism, but their causé is advancing, 
and wilk triumph as certainly as that the 
gloom of night is succeeded by the glories of 
the rising sun. God speed the grand army of 
patriotic Georgians determined to redeem our 
state from the damning influence of rum. 

The realm of epiritual development may be 
likened to the mustard seed, small in its be- 
ginning. God came to man, not as the storm, 
terzible in its fury and dazzling amid the 
lightning’s g)are, but in a still small voice,

there, prompting friend to 
friend, leading one believ- 
to lead another. Christianity 

has neyer prospered by the aid of physical 
force. Coustentine, seizing the pagan iddls 
and making them stand as the representation 
of the saint added nothing to the progress of 
Christ’s Kingdom, nor do state churches and 
ritualists, relying on purely arbitrary forms 
and outward appearances, accomplish pure 
spiritual development. The greatest progress 
makes the least show. All growth is silent. 
The great oak spreading abroad its giant 
limbs, defying the storms, no noise in 
its silent growth. So the Kingdom of Heaveu 
grows silently in the hearts of man. We take 
knowledge oi the perfect man, strong in the 
growth of grace, elevated in character, of such 
is the Kingdom of JHeaven. Again like 
the mustard seed the Kingdom of 
heaven is perfect in its minutie. The oak 
irom its deepest root to its topmost limb is 
iully developed in the tiny acorn, and its 
growth is but the unfolding of the perfect 
germ. TheChristian in his growth to spiritual 
manhood, conquering all obstacles, and ruling 
himself, expanding the beauties of Christian 
cheracter, but develops the seed of Christian 
grace dropped into his heart forty years ago, 
when 2 youth he sought and obtained the 
spirit of life eternal. Yonder sun glorious in 
midday, contains not an element that was ab- 
sext from the substance of which it was first 
formed. Ju the great kingdom of Christ’s 
| subjects, redeemed and regenerated by 
power, now all powerful in 
this nineteenth century, we have but 
the development of the grand purposes 
that lived in the breast of that little band of 
Gallileans that followed the Savior through 
the sands and over the hills of Judea. Again 
the kingdom of Heaven is availeble for other 
than spiritual purposes. In the tree that 
grew from the mustard seed the birds of the 
air might lodge. Primarily the object of the 
church is to lead men to the lamb of God, but 
al) truth and right are sheltered by its pro- 
tecting arm. it throws its broad shield over 
every true interest of man. It protects every- 
thing that advances the world’s temporal in- 
terests. Education finds lodgment in its 
branches, while some ot the most advanced 
thinkers of the age would dig up and destroy 
branch and root—the noble tree. Take from 
this government the spirit of Christianity, 
and not # man, Christian, Jew, 
Mabomedan or infidel, would invest 
one dollar in its securities. The government 
itself would not stand twenty-four hours with- 
out the support of Christianity. Oh, ye birds 
that lodge in the branches of this hospitable 
tree, why would ye destroy it? Ye men and 
women who enjoy all the privileges of a Chris- 
tianized world, why turn your back on Christ 
and say he shall not reign over you? Yield 
up your antagonism to the kingdom ot heaven.

This personal 
pronoun I is the part of the text I desire to 
ge What shall I de to inherit eternal 
en aueeel life is something that can’t 
Y inheritance or by purchase, but by 
acceptance; we must take it as a free offering, 
&'ven to all who by accepting the love of Him 
Who so skilfully answers the question. The 
aster answers the question in such skilful 
Way that the lawyer finds that He has an- 
Swered his own question. Christ said unto 
_ what 18 ‘Written in the law, and the 
yer answered, “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all 
a meat, and with all thy soul, and with all 
ve te, and with all thy mind, and thy 
gobor as thyself.” Jesus said, thou hast 
answered right, and the lawyer, willing to 
justify himself, said, “Who is my neighbor?” 

Examine and you will find in the answer: 
First, duty to God ; second, duty toman. We 

ave here the master teaching the whole plen 

of salvation. All is explained in a word, and 
tLat word is love. Love is the fulfilling of the 
law—is the very essence of religion. 
_ the difficulty is who is my neighbor. 
Y€SU8 Bays a certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fel] among thieves 
which stripped him of his raiment and wound- 
ed him, an departed leaving him for dead. 
And by chance (notice this word chance) there 
came a certain priest that way, and when he 
saw him he passed on the other side, and like- 
wise a Levite, when he was at the place came 
and looked on him, and passed by on the other 
side, but a certain Sameritan, as he journeyed, 
came where he was, and when he saw him, 
had compassionon him; went to him, bound 
up his wounds, put him on his horse and car- 
ried him toan inn, and took care of him: 
staid with him all night, and left money to 
defray the expenses. Which now of these three, 
thinkestthou, was neighbor unto him, who 
fell among the thieves, and the lawyer said 
he that showed mercy. 

He commences at the head of the church, 
the priest by chance comes near the line of 
duty. This man, the head of the church with 
ecclesiastical robes on, sees the poor man 
wretched and almost lifeless, fails to do his 
duty to common humanity. 

Next the Levite, the church official. He 
comes nearer and looks on him and passes by. 
Ecclesiastical robes nor high office in church 
will not save the soul. A man may hold office 
and have official duties of church work to per- 
form and yet fail in the essential] part of reii- 
gion. Love thy neighbor, etc. 

The Levite has gone by and the poor man is 
lying helpless and the Samaritan comes by 
and when hesaw himhe had compassion on 
him. The first feeling was.a sense of duty, the 
man may have been a Jew, the class who was 
not on friendly terms with this Samaritan, but 
DO bationality, color, position nor danger keeps 
this man from doing all in his power to relieve 
the poor traveler. Some of us would say this 
isa dangerous place and I am a traveler 
too; these same thieves may fallupon me. | 
wish I could help the poor stranger 
but I can’t tarry in this danger- 
ous place. Oh, what cowards some 
of us,Christians are, excusing ourselves from 
duty on account of danger. The mother who 
is, by nature, shrinking and modest, would be 
frightened by the gentie breeze in the leaves, 
would meet death without a tremor or danger 
in any shape or form in order to protect or 
shield the babé she loves. Love is self-forget- 
ful? ‘Love is self-sacrificing. What a beau- 
tiful picture this man. For the sake of love ef 
duty, forgets all and lifts with all his 
strength this poor traveler, atter binding his 
wounds, “places him on his horse.’’ I| have 
thought if there be a picture gallery in heaven, 
this beautiful picture of the Samaritan “for 
the love of duty,” placing the poor, half dead 
traveler on his beast, would be 
one among the selection. [He does 
not stop here, He carries him to 
the inn. He does not say now, “Mr. Inn- 
keeper, I have brought this poor man here; I 
have bound up his wounds and put him on 
my horse, and have done all this, now you 
take care of him; 1 have done my part.”’ 
Many start out to do great things, but get 
tired and leave the rest to be done by others. 
Not sowith this man who loves duty. He 
says: “Mr. Innkeeper, here is money to pay 
the expenses of the stranger, take care of him, 
and whatsoever thou spendest more, when | 
come again I will repay thee.” Tais is the 
finishing touch. He pulls out his purse and 
uses his money in the discharge of duty. 
Money is one of the best means of usefalness. 
Don’t try to shift responsibilities. What must 
] do? Use my money; use my strength, tear 
my gown to bind up the wounds. All these 
do thou boldly without regard to nationality 
er color. 

To all who are helpless 
To all who are wounded. 

Many are smitten—are robbed. He wants us 
to be willing tosay how much; if this is not 
enough I| will pay all—take care of him and 
‘‘when I come again I will repay thee.” 

‘Which of these three thinkest thou was 
neighbor unto him that fell among thieves?” 

“He that showed mercy.” Then Jesus said 
unto him, ‘“‘Go and do thee likewise.”

In the evening, the terms on which a Chris- 
tian church may receive a man as Caristian, 
were considered. The text chosen to intre- 
duce this subject was Mark, 9, 40: “He that is 
not against us is on our part.” The question, 
who is and who is not Christian, has tried 
the heart of Protestant Christendom within 
the last half century as no other has. That 
church pledged to the Bible and its Christ the 
obedience it couidno longer give to Rome. 
The church thus pledged tothe ancient book 
has also been the church most exposed to the 
influence of modern thought. The result, a 
long struggle,which bids fair to end in @ high- 
er unity. From this point of outlook the 
preacher passed to the warfare of the sects,and 
their competing standards, He showed the 
various grounds on which men were admitted 
to fellowship; some meral, some doctrinal, 
some emotional, some experimental, some ri- 
tual, some practically, social or racial. 
‘These diflerences are too many and to great to 
make it possible that the essential features of 
the Christian character are represented by 
them. 

Is there, then, no distinctive sign of Chris- 
tian belonging? Is there no typical Christian 
figure, toward which one may make ap- 
proaches more or less or near, and in virtue of 
which approximation one may be named 
“Christian ?” : 

Yes; there is such a figure. It is Jesus. 
There is such a standard. It is the sermon on 
the Mount. The Christly character,that is,the 
Christian’s warrant for his name. The desire to 
attain that character and the purpose to follow 
after it. This, with the repentance implies, is 
all that is needed to make a man a Christian 
and to entitle him to al] the privileges and 
powers of the true Church of Christ. itis such 
a church es this which we are forming in this 
city. Habitual worship with us will be re- 
garded as proot of friendship and a sign of 
belonging. All that we have of service, labor, 
worship, education, humanity, charity, moral 
purpose and endeavor or spiritual hope is freely 
and gisdly offered toall. Let us doa little 
something for God’s kingdom here, that when 
he cal)s us to his kingdom there, we may find 
ovrselves not strangers or aliens, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints and of the household of 
God.
